They made their appearance at 
Mr. Hollowed'* home which is situat 
ed between Hopson and Lamasco in 
this county, early yesterday morniog 
between the hours of 1 Oil and 2 BO 
o clock. Volley after volley of shot 
were poured into the windows and 
door* of the house until it was rid- 
dled with leaden missiles. None of 
the familv. *»ve Mrs. Hollowed, re- 
ceived injury, whieh i* mentioned 
above 

Mr. and Mrs. Hollowed came to 
town yesterday aaorotng to have the 
shot picked out and her face dsessed, 
which was done by l>r. '/*, T, Cun- 
ningham. The extent of her wound* 
were of glancing nature, with the 
exception of one *hot which pene- 
trated the flesh »o the cheek hone. 

Mrs. llollowell stated that she wa* 
told by members of the mob that 
they intended w kill her but did not 
want to harm her husband and Hud- 
son and that *he must not come out 
of the house. It was upon leaving 
the family room into the had tor the 
front door that she wa* shot in the 
face. On reaching the door she ex- 
claimed that she was *hot and the 
auswer came back that wa* exactly 
what was intended, hut at that in- 
stance. a member of the mob gave u 
sign and the firing ceased.
